EXTRACT FROM A SPEECH OF HG, 
THOMAS WHITE AT MERRIKVILLI'. 


“In the course of the speech I 
made at C ay ug | exhibited a por- 
trait of Louis Riel, under circum. 
stances Which [ will explain to you. 
This was on the last day that [ was 
in the county, because | left Maldi- 
mand the following morning, the 
day of the nomination, the Ist of 
September, and came down to at- 
tend an Indian church picnic at 
which I had engayed to be present, 
on the Mohawk reserve at Desoron- 
to on the 2nd, It has been 
charged against me that at this 
meeting at Cavuga I was guilty of 
a brutal insult to my Roman 
Catholic fellow subjects, The pre- 
cise charge—-and it is of the utmost 
importance in matters of this kind 
to deal with the precise charge—as 
made in the Toronto Globe, and as 
since repeated in nearly all the 
newspapers in the country opposed 
to the Government, was in these 
words : 

‘At a mecting at Cayuga last 
week Hon, Thomas White accentu- 
ated an incendiary speech by pro- 
ducing a portrait of Riel with a rope 
around his neck, As he unveiled 
the portrait, he sneeringly  re- 


marked: “This is one of the new 
saints of the Roman Catholic 
Church.”’
